She Seems to be Working to 
Cut Loose from Austria 


Movement Now Afoot To Establish 
a Customs Tariff for Hungary 
Alone — Hungary Claims 
She Is Able To Take 
This Step. 


Budapest, Hungary, April 16.—The 
movement to establish a customs tariff 
for Hungary alone, as distinct from the 
present Austro-Hungarian tariff, is gain- 


ing strength and popularity here and 
is becoming an important factor in the 
serious question of the Austria-Hungarian 
relations. This matter came up, promi- 
nently in 1898, when Hungary even got 
so far as to prepare full rates for the 
proposed independent tariff. 

Hungary today is able to take this step 
of an independent nation under the s8so- 
called law of 1899, passed by the Hun- 
garian parliament and signed by the king 
that year, which empowers Hungary at 
her own will to establish an independent 
customs tariff and abrogate the existing 
cgmmercial treaties insofar as she was 
concerned therein. which had been pre- 
viously made by the monarchy and make 
independent commercial] treaties with for- 
eign states. 

The supporters of this movement de- 
clare, first, that all details as to rates 
of the new tariff can be prepared within 
a month; second, that as certain commer- 
cial treaties between the monarchy and 
foreign states expire January |, 1906, and 
the existing commercial Ausgleich be- 
tween Austria and Hungary expires De- 
cember 31, 1907, consequently there is 
an interregnum of two years which may 
be bridged either by extending the for- 
eign treaties two years and then making 
new ones or abrogating the ausgleich in 
1906 and immediately starting negotia- 
tions between Austria and Hungary and 
foreign states for treaties to become oper- 
ative in 1906; third, that Hungary can

Dr. Smith reached this city Sat- 
‘urday morning anq repaired at once to 
the Piedmont, where he will stop dur- 
ing the convention. ¢ 

Dr. Smith will represent the American 
Institute of Homeopathy at the coming 
convention. He is not a specialist, but 
thas devoted a gitat deal of study to 
tuberculosis and is one of the foremost 
authorities on that disease among the 
homeopathic physicians of the east. 

He is very entuusiastic over tne con- 
vention, this being the first he has at- 
tended, as well as his first visit to At- 
lanta.

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portant reasons for it are to be found in 
the absolute destruction of the institution 
of slavery from which the war sprang, 
and in fact that our code of government, 
our free institutions, the principle of our 
public life, forbade anything like a des- 
potic, or at least a permanently despotic, 
treatment of the defeated section. There 
was a strong taint of despotism in the 
first measures of reconstruction, and in 
its later developments there was an un- 
mistakable plan for the perpetuation of 
the rule of a single party, which is a 
hateful if not a lasting form of tyranny. 
But these tendencies gradually vanished 
in the face of the fact that there was no 
way, had it been desired, of ruling the 
south from Washington. It was essen- 
tially necessary, after a brief time, to let 
the southern states rule themselves, sub- 
ject only to such conditions as could be 
applied with substantial equality to the 
rest of the country. But back of these 
two reasons for the rapid readjustment 
there was working, and working power- 
fully, the sense of mutual respect with 
which the struggle had inspired both sec- 
tions. It is literally true that the north 
and the south first came to know each 
other on the battlefields of the civil war. 
The vei] of common ignorance and mis- 
understanding that had darkly obscured 
one from another was rent by that sad, 
cruel, blessed intercourse. We came to 
know each other as we really are, and 
happy is it for our country and for the 
world that, as we really are, there is 
virtue in us for peaceful and lasting union. 
Herein lies the significance of the vet- 
erans’ meeting next month. 

Anything calculated to heal the old 
wounds of fratricidal strife and 
draw the two sections closer together 
in national unity is to be encouraged 
by all true Americans. A great an- 
nua] national reunion of blue and 
gray should contribute to that end, 
and the sentiment underlying the 
proposition igs worthy and patriotic. 

It would seem that, after all these 
years, the time has at last arrived

The “Big Navy” Cry. 

“Why,” Admiral Dewey is quoted as 
asking, “don’t our people see the 
need of a strong navy? Surely no 
better evidénce of its necessity can be 
found than in the naval situation in 
the China Sea today. Whether Rus- 
sia or Japan shall] be victor in their 
war depends, in my opinion, upon the 
result of the battle about to occur be- 
tween the fleets of Admiral Rojest- 
vensky and Admiral Togo.” 

In assuming that the American peo- 
ple do not see the need of an effective 
navy, Admiral Dewey is manifesting 
the same acute understanding of popu- 
lar sentiment that he did when he 
imagined he heard a hurry call for a 
Dewey presidential boom. 

There can be no question where the 
American people stand on the subject 
of a navy, though there may be dif- 
ferences of opinion as to the best 
means of attaining the desired result. 

All agree as to the desirability of 
a good, strong, effective navy. The 
first substantial step toward securing 
this was taken by a democratic sec- 
retary of the navy. Both great politi- 
cal parties stand pledged to navy in- 
crease. 

There is, however, grave doubt of 
the wisdom of pouring all the money 
in the United States treasury into 
naval construction at this particular 
time. Appropriations for other pur- 
poses are just as necessary as for the 
building of warships, especially in the 
light of the construction now under 
way. Then, too, there are differences 
among our Own naval experts over 
the character of construction—wheth- 
er all the money spent should go to 
battle. ships or a fair proportion to 
cruisers and smaller vessels.

Certainly if there is in the tropics 
that mental deterioration noted by 
army medical authorities, there is 
every reason to assume that civil offi- 
cials—especially those who, like 
judges upon the bench, are engaged 
in mentak work—are as prone to it as 
the men in the army. ;

The best and largest buildings 
in any community are the schoo] houses, 
and teachers even in the rural districts 
are paid fixed salaries twelve months in 
the year. In all primary schools, too, 
girls have equal privileges and advan- 
tages with the boys, and during the past 
few years high schools for girls have 
been built in all the larger towns and 
cities, and they are better buildings than 
ihe boys’ high schools. So popular edu- 
cation has brought out new ideas of 
woman's capacity and new treatment ac. 
corded her. 

The educated Japanese man wants an 
educated wife. The wives of Marsha) 
Oyama and Admiral Uryu are graduates 
of Vassar college. The educated wife is 
something more than a cook and mother; 
she can talk, read books, write, play on 
musical instruments and command both 
respect and justice from her husband. 
For their social] entertainment the men 
of Japan have hitherto depended upon 
the geisha, the hired dancing girls, who 
are pretty, witty, graceful, talkative and 
musical, according to their ideas of music. 
They also destroy morality and home life, 
A man’s own wife and daughters or his 
friend's wife and daughters were never 
thought of as social beings capable of 
laughing, talking and being entertaining 
in his presence. But the higher educa- 
tion of Japanese women is beginning to 
bring about a social revolution for the 
womanhood of Japan. Polygamy and 
concubinage are now not permitted by 
law, although concubinage is still consid- 
erably practiced. If the wife dissents 
the husband cannot divorce her without 
permission from a court of justice, al- 
though under the old regime he could 
put her away without even a writing of 
divorcement, simply to gratify his own 
convenience or the whim of his parents.

fore he was 26 years old. 

That he constructed the first commer- 
ela] automobile built in America, 

That he has the distinction of having 
built the largest engine in the world, 
which is now in the power house of the 
Boston Elevated railroad. 

That in the plants founded by him and 
the policy of which he dictates he has 
more men running machines than any 
other one man in the worid. 

That he is the greatest gunmaker in 
America, with the exception of the 
United States government and the Amer- 
ican and British Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, controlled by the International Pow- 
er Company, of which he is president, 
makeg all the ordnance for the United 
States army and navy up to guns of 
4-inch caliber. 

That he has peffected an engine which 
such men as Edwin S. Cramp and Her- 
reshoff, the yacht builder, say will rev- 
olutionize motor power on sea and land. 

This rapid-fire summary should be suf- 
ficient te show that Mr. Hoadley is 
more than a speculator, more than 4 
promoter and that he is entitled to his 
place in the first rank of the upbuild- 
ers of American industry. 

Joseph H. Hoadley is a Californian by 
birth and barely turned forty years of 
age. From boyhood he has igen inter 
ested in machinery. At the age of 15 he 
went to work as a machinist’s appren- 
tice in what is now known as the Union 
lron Works of San Francisco, 

After a few months’ work in the shop 
the boy went to China and Japan, ship: 
ping as an oiler on the steamer City 
of Tokio. In svite of his youth his me- 
chanical genius was soon manifested and 
when he came back to San Francisco on 
that same voyage he held the position of 
second engineer. 

His apprenticeship in the machine shop 
completed he soon showed hig capacity 
for biz things. Although he was iesé 
than nineteen years’ old, he uidertook 
the task of installing a complete pliant 
for mining machinery which some of the 
biggest contractors in the west had 
turned down for fear that it could not 
be successfully filled. Young Hoadley 
attempted it and in @ few months he 
turned over the completed plant which 
from the very start worked as if it had 
been in operation for years. 

The next ten years of his life were 
about as crowded as those of any active 
American can be. Contracts piled upon 
contracts. He installed mining machin- 
ery in practically every mining state of 
the west, and even extended his opera- 
tions to Alaska and Australia. He but 
power houses for atreet railways ail 
along the Pacific coast and for tég fac- 
tories from San Francisco to Portiand, 
Me. He came eastward and built the 
great 1i0,000-horse-power plant of the 
Chicago City gailway for Charlies T. 
Yerkes. He built the piant of the Steci 
and Wire Company of which Johan W. 
Gates was president.

His greatest ambition has been to in- 
vent or develop a perfect engine. He 
controls the manufacture of the Diesel 
engine, that new wonder of mechanics, 
for the United States and Canada But 
even the Diesel engine was a failure un- 
til it was perfected by experiments made 
by Mr. Hoadley and Walter H. Knight, 
his associate and chief engineer of the 
International Power Company. Today 
what may be termed the evolution of the 
internal combustion engine has material- 
ized to the extent that at an increase 
of only 10 per cent in the first cost of 
any gas, oil or gasoline engine the effi- 
clency is more than doubled.

Lucerne (Alfalfa) Culture. 

kK »B H., West Point. Ga.—Piease 
write me your experience on the culture 
of alfaifa, the best time to sow and 
the kind of soi] best adapted to it, and 
would like to have your opinion whether 
or not we can grow it successfuily in 
this state. 

Answer.—I have been familiar with the 
culture of alfalfa since early 
or more than fifty years ago. 
cultivated it in a small way, sowing it 
On the borders of his kitchen garden 
more than seventy years ago. It has 
been grown to some extent in the south 
and in the middle states for three gen- 
All this time, until lateiy, it 
was known under the name of lucerne, 
with which it.is absolutely identical. The 


seed originally from France under its 
French name, “Jucerne."’ Later, in the 
acquisition of California, it was intro- 
duced from that state, whence it had 
been received from the Spanish colonies 
in South America, under the name of 
“alfalfa.”’ 

The soil and climate of the state are 
thoroughly well adapted to the culture 
of lucerne. The deep, rich, rather sandy 
loams are best adapted to its culture, but 
it will grow on any very rich soil, but 
it will not grow on a soil that needs 
under-draining. unless the under-drain- 


ing be effected to the depth of not less |

Lucerne is a leguminous plant, and is 
one of that class its growth may be 
greatly encouraged by the use of the 
nitro-cultures, which are supplied by the 
bureau of plant industry, department of 
agricultyye, Washington, D. C., with full 
directiong for use. 

I do not hesitate to advise every own- 
er of horses and cows and chickens and 
nogs to grow a small patch, at least, 
of lucerne for green soiling... I know 
of no more valuable plant for this pur- 
pose.
